In  the  rest  of 
try  to  acquaint  you  with  the  publications  ac t i v i t i esj of  those 
three  agencies. 
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Some  libraries  still  receive  free  publications.  Depository 
libraries  can  receive  a copy  of  every  report  printed  by  the 
Government  Printing  Office  (GPO) , including  ERS,  SRS,  and  WAOB 
reports.  GPO  will  provide  either  paper  or  microfiche  copies,  at 
the  choice  of  the  library,  and  the  library  must  tell  GPO  what 
subjects  it  is  interested  in.  If  you  work  in  a depository 
library  and  are  not  receiving  copies  of  those  reports,  let  GPO 
know  that  you  want  them.  In  addition,  a free  copy  of  every 
report  produced  by  ERS  and  WAOB  is  sent  to  all  land-grant  college 
libraries  (including  those  of  1890  institutions).  If  your 
library  should  be  receiving  such  reports  but  is  not,  let  us  know 
(see  address  on  coupon  or  telephone  numbers  at  the  end  of  this 
article)  .

agency. 

ERS . All  periodicals  and  many  research  reports  can  be  purchased 
from  GPO.  All  publications  can  be  purchased  from  the  National 
Technical  Information  Service  (NTIS),  part  of  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Commerce. 

SRS . Everything  can  be  purchased  either  from  GPO  or  SRS.  Send 
us  the  coupon  enclosed  to  receive  list  of  titles  available. 

WAOB.  Its  publication,  World  Supply  and  Demand  Estimates,  can  be 
purchased  from  GPO  for  $30/year. 

Buying  in  Bulk  GPO  offers  a 25  percent  discount  for  purchases  of  more  than  100 

copies  of  a single  title.  GPO  also  offers  deposit  accounts; 
customers  with  deposit  accounts  can  telephone  in  their  orders  and 
receive  quicker  service  than  regular  mail  order  customers. 

NTIS  has  standing  orders  for  microfiche  sales  by  subject  (like 
agriculture  and  food)  for  deposit  account  customers.  That  means 
such  customers  will  automatically  receive  microfiche  copies  of 
reports  as  soon  as  they  become  available  and  the  deposit  account 
will  be  debited.

The  final  decision  of  whether  or  not  to 
establish  standing  orders  is  GPO's. 

ERS  issues  several  hundred  reports  per  year  covering  a broad 
array  of  topics,  including  farm  economics,  food  economics, 
foreign  agriculture  and  trade,  land  and  water  resources,  rural 
development  and  local  government,  and  agricultural  outlook  and 
statistics.

The  World  Agricultural  Outlook  Board  issues  World  Supply  and 
Demand  Estimates  reports,  which  provides  frequent  USDA  estimates 
of  the  global  supply,  use,  trade,  and  ending  stocks  of  major 
agricultural  commodities.  Subscriptions  are  $30/year  from  GPO. 

SRS  collects  data  on  crops,  livestock,  prices,  stocks,  and  farm 
labor  and  issues  USDA's  official  estimates  of  U.S.  agriculture. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  SRS  publishes  36  titles,  most  of 
which  are  serials,  for  a total  of  more  than  300  scheduled  reports 
released  each  year.  In  addition,  44  State  field  offices  release 
reports  with  more  local  emphasis.  These  current  agricultural 
statistics  are  used  by  all  those  who  need  to  know  about  the 
current  season's  crop  production  or  storage  or  the  current 
livestock  inventory.  SRS  statistics  are  a prjmary  data  source 
for  analysts.  Most  SRS  reports  are  released  over  computer 
networks,  with  nearly  all  titles  available  on  the  Martin  Marietta 
Data  Services  Systems  (301-982-6500)  and  major  reports  available 
on  DIALCOM.

The  AGRICOLA,  GPO,  and  NTIS  databases  are  searchable  through 
DIALOG  and  BRS.  The  AG-ECON  subfile  of  AGRICOLA  provides  the 
most  comprehensive  coverage  of  ERS  publications.  Citations  in 
AG-ECON  contains  keywords  and  abstracts  in  addition  to  standard 
bibliographic  data.  The  GPO  and  NTIS  databases  contain  selected 
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ERS  reports  and  include  prices  for  paper  copy  or  microfiche. 
USDA's  economic  reports  are  also  cited  in  corrmercial  databases 
such  as  the  American  Statistical  Index.
